AN EXPLOSION OF FIREWORKS. 


The Carelesness of a Workman Costs Him 
Severe Burns. 

An explosion at the Morris Firecracker 
Works, Washington and Armitage avenues, 
occurred at 5 o’clock in the afternoon. The 
quantity of explosives in and around the 
factory makes the occurrence miraculous in 


regard to the absence of loss of life and only 
slight personal injury to one of the work- 
men. 

The works cover ten acres and are divided 
into twenty-six buildings from fifty to 100 
teet apart. In the building No. 2, 
littie more than a brick hut 14x20 feet, 
three men make stars for Roman candles. 
The building is warmed by an ordinary 
stove, and it was the duty of Henry Morris 
to attend the fire. He was explicitly in- 
structed to sprinkle the floor before opening 
the stove door. The neglect of this precau- 
tion came near costing the lives of the men 
in the hut, as a hot cinaer caught the sweep- 
ings. Oue of the men with great presence 
of mind threwa bucket of water over the 
hissing charcoal and shouted to his fellows 
to run. 

Morris, who 1s a igh gow. ran with the rest, 
but had only got out oi the door when the fire 
caught the fireworks and a volume of flame 
burst forth, catching the fleeing man and 
burning him about the shoulder and face. 
He was taken home, where his injuries were 
attended to by Dr. Guody. 

As Engine No. 48 was connecting the hose 
toahydrant at Armitage avenue and Point 
street the air-chamber on the engine ex- 
ploded, but did not injure any one. The fire 
at the factory had meantime been extin- 
guished, the loss being under $300.

MUCH TALK BUT NO VOTE. 


YESTERDAY'S DEBATE IN THE BRIT. 
ISH HOUSE OF COMMONS, 


Supporting Parnell’s Amendment—Herbert 
Gladstone Taunts the Tories—More 
Irish Patriots Sent to Jail—Movements 
of the Czar’s Troops—Uncertain Condi- 
tion of the German Crown Prince—An 
American Consul’s Demand—News Notes

Lonpon, Feb. 15.—The debate on the ad- 
dress in reply to the Queen’s speech was re- 
sumed in the House of Commons today by 
Mr. John Ellis, Liberal member for Notting- 
hamshire, who supported Mr. Parnell’s 
amendment to the address. Hedenied that 
the decrease of crime in Ireland was owing 
to the Crimes act, and asserted that the re- 
turns submitted by the Government to sup- 
port that claim were valueless, inasmuch as 
they failed to give details which would en- 
able the identification of the cases they cited. 
He condemned the action of the Irish magis- 
trates, many of whom he said were unquali- 
fied for the positions they occupied, while 
others had been guilty of arbitrary 
conduct. He mentioned the case of one 
magistrate who had declared that he was 
acting under Government orders, and re- 
fused to give any other reason for a de- 
cision he had rendered. The administration 
of the Crimes act reeked with petty malig- 
nity. [Cheers from tne Irish members.] If 
the Government would assent to the appoint- 
ment of a select committee of inquiry he 
promised that ample evidence of maladminis- 
tration of the act would be forthcoming. The 
National League, he declared, was stronger 
than ever, and the spirit of the Irish people 
remained unbroken, the reason being that 
they were convinced that when the facts 
were known the electors would sweep away 
the present mockery called the Government 
of Ireland. [Irish cheers. 

Col. King-Harman, Conservative member 
from the Isle of Thanet, Division of Kent, 
urged that the events of the last few munths 
showed that the league was losing power. 
No real attempts, he said, were now made to 
hold meetings in the proclaimed districts. 

Mr. William O’Brien and Mr. John Dillon 
made their appearance in the House of Com- 
mons today for the first time this session. 
They were warmly greeted by their friends. 

Herbert Gladstone Serena ee taunted the 
Government with the utter failure of its at- 
tempts to prevent the progress of the plan of 
campaign or suppress the league. The 1.800 
branches of the league continued to flourish. 
The Government did not dare to try to hew 
down the main trunkin Dublin. Every lana- 
lord, with one exception, to whom the plan 
- a at had been applied had surren- 

ered. 

On motion of William O’Brien the debate 
was adjourned. 


More Irishmen Sent to Jail. 

DvusLin, Feb. 15.—Mr. Pyne, member of 
Parliament for West Waterford, who was ar- 
rested near the House of Commons, in Lon- 
don, and brought to Ireland, was tried today 
on the charge of inciting resistance to 
bailiffs. He was convicted and sentenced to 
three months’ imprisonment, without hard 
labor. Notice of appeal was given. 

Pyne was released on bail. On leaving the 
court he was rearrested on a similar charge. 

Father Stephens was sentenced at Fal- 
coragh. County Donegal, to three months’ 
imprisonment, without hard labor, for incit- 
ing tenants not to payrents. The clergyman 
appeared in court surrounded by excited 
crowds, but there was no disorder. 

Fourteen persons, including O'Sullivan and 
Ashe, members of the Municipal Govern- 
nent, were sentenced at Galway to terms of 
imprisonment varying from two weeks to 
one month for taking partin a demonstration 
on the occasion of Blunt’s arrival at Galway. 
O’bullivan was sentenced to twoextra weeks’ 
imprisonment for saying he would do so 
again. 

THE CZAR’S SOLDIERS, 


They Are Flocking by Thousands to the 
Eastern Frontiers. 

BERLIN, Feb. 15.—Bismarck, at a dinner 
given by him yesterday to members of the 
Reichstag, alluded in the course of a conver- 
sation to the recent pacific utterance of some 
of the Russian newspapers as symptoms of a 
general desire for peace. The Russian Gov- 
ernment, he said, influenced only a few jour- 
nals in this direction, while the rest took 
their tone from their special patrons. 

The Kreuz Zeitung asserts that the move- 
ments of the Russian troops are being accel- 
erated, and that reinforcements numbering 
18,000 have reached the Villages of Mariam- 
pol, Kalvarja, and Suvalki on the main road 
skirting the Russian frontier. These troops, 
the Kreuz Zeitung says, can only be designed 
as an advance fiying corps in case 
it be decided to make a sudden 
dash upon Konigsberg. The paper fur- 
ther says the Russian force along the 
Austrian and Roumanian frontiers is esti- 
mated at 570,000, with 2,250 guns. A field 
corps is working actively, connecting mili- 
tary stations by telegraph lines with fort- 
resses on the frontier, and erecting along 
the whole frontier line, at intervals of a few 
miles, sentinel platforms. 

The Czar, at a grand reception to Polish 
nobies, headed by Count Wieldopoloki. re- 
ferred to his intention to introduce impor- 
tant reforms in the Administration of Po- 


land. 
GENERAL FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 


The German Crown Prince Passes Another 
Restless Night. 

Lonpon, Feb. 15.— A dispatch from San 
Remo says: The German Crown Prince 
passed another restless night. He has a 
headache, but otherwise his condition is fav- 
orable. Dr. Mackenzie, who intended leav- 
ing San Remo today for London, will delay 


his departure.”’ 

San Remo, Feb. 15.—A bulletin issued at 
noon says: The local and general condition. 
of the Crown Prince is unchanged. His dis- 
turbed sleep last night was due to headache. 
He slept better this morning.“ 

The incision in the Crown Prince’s throat 
is almost healed. The doctors now fear that 
laryngotomy will be unavoidable, and they 
are discussing whether a partial or complete 
removal of the larynx will be advisable. 

At 6:30 p. m. the Crown Prince was rather 
better. is headache had decreased and he 
was able to transact business. The Prince 
of Wales will arrive Monday. Dr. Macken- 
zie will leave Friday. 


The Fury of the Flakes. 

Loxpox, Feb. 15.—Fearful snow-storms 
prevail on the Continent. In some parts 
of Switzerland the snow is seven metres 
deep, and numerous avalanches have oc- 
curred, attended by loss of life. One out- 
let of the St. Gothard railway tunnel 
was blocked by snow and a train; was 
detained inside the tunnel foran hour. The 
channel of the River Ache at Gastein, Aus- 
tria, has been filled with snow by an ava- 
lanche, which also destroyed several houses. 
Similar accidents have occurred in the Kotte- 


shach and Schwarz Valleys, in the Tyrol, 


and elsewhere.

TANGIER, Feb. 15.—It is reported that Mr.

Boston, Mass., Feb. 15.—[Special.]—For some 
weeks the rumors of agreat Wine and Spirit 
Trust have been floating about. Information dis- 
closed today proves the combination perfected. 
In the United States there are seventy-two dis- 
tilleries of high-proof spirits and alcohol. Sey- 
enty of these are combined in the trust. The

THE READING STRIKE. 


President Corbin Appears Before the Con- 
gressional Investigating Committee. 


PaILaDe.Lpuia, Pa., Feb. 15.—The Congres- 
sional Committee appointed to investigate the 
Reading strike met in this city this morning 
and examined Austin Corbin. 


Mr. Corbin said that the capitalization 


stock of the Reading system was $40,000,000. 
He was President of the Reading Railroad 
but not of the Reading Coal & Iron Com- 
— . Mr. Corbin admitted that the Reading 

road Company owned all the stock of the 
Reading Coal & Iron Company. He gave the 
history of the present strike. He said, 
and explained at length reasons for the 
statement, that the whole trouble arose 
from the refusal of the Knights of Labor to 
handle freight sent to the ading system 
from mines where there was a strike in 
progress (the Lehigh region), and in which 
strike their organization was en or to 
move goods which came from firms which 
employed scab' or non-union labor. Mr. 
Corbin explained that the company was 
bound asa common carrier to accept and 
move all freight offered to it for transporta- 
tion, and could not keep men in its employ 
who refused to move such freight. In speak- 
ing of the strikers who refu to come back 
when they were given an Opportunity Dec. 
27, after the Knights had ordered them out, 
Mr. Corbin said: lu this way there were 
about 2,600 men laid off the rolls, and none of 
them shall come back while 1 am President 
of the road.”’ 

The miners, he said, had no reason or any 
disposition to complain, and would not have 

ne on the strike but ior the pressure of the 

nights of Labor upon them from Philadel- 
phia. He denied, in answer to questions, that 
there had been any private agreement with 
the miners which was notin their written 
contract to the effect that if the Lehigh 
strike went on the 8 per cent advance would 
be paid. The company had refused to 
this advance after Jan. 1, and the miners had 
refused to work. In concluding this part of 
his statement Mr. Corbin said: We are and 
have been willing to take up the question of 
readjustment of wages if the men will return 
to work, but wet ili not treat with them 
while they are out, We will make a basis as 
high as any other company, but we can’t 
make it higher and compete with them. An- 
other thing, we can fill the places of the 
striking miners in ten daysif the new men 
can be protected. Up in the mining dis- 
tricts big men with clubs and pistols are 
violently keeping not only other men but 
boys who desire to earna living and keep 
from starving away from the mines and the 
breakers. e have been compelled to pro- 
tect the 3,000 men now at work by pollen 
the expenses of which we will be 
compelled to pay. We don't care 
whether the men belong to labor organiza- 
tions or not. We will not seek to find them 
out, but we will put to work all men who ap- 
ply at our collieries and ask no questions, but 
if there is no more coal mined from the 
Schuylkill region until we are compelled to 
mine it by discharging men who have come 
to us in our trouble, and stood by us, to make 
way for the strikers, no more will ever be 
mined while 1 have influence enough to pre- 
vent it.” 

The witness pronounced the stories .of a 
combination of the coal companies all over 
the coal country to keep up prices pure ro- 
mance. There was absolutely no agreement 
or concert of action. 


GREAT BLAZE IN PROVIDENCE, R L 


One Whole Block Wiped Out, with a Loss of 
$500,000. 

PROVIDENCE, R. IL, Feb. 15.—A big fire 
raged over several blocks situated across the 
street to tne westof the Union Depot, in- 
volving a number of big brick buildings, par- 
tially occupied by manufacturers and jewel- 
ers, several hotels, including the Al- 
drich House, and stable and car- 
riage houses. The alarm was sounded 
at 11:45, and the whole fire department was 
called out immediately afterwaras. A strong 
northwest wind was blowing and carried the 


sparks across the most important business 


part of the city—Westminster and Br 
streets—and a number of fires were started 
and alarms sounded, but they were quick- 
ly extinguished without — The big 
fire worked its way up t the buildings 
opposit the City-Hall, but the wind tended to 
carry it away from the hall and it was saved. 
The four-story brick block Where the fire 
started was the Robinson House, owned by 
William H. Robinson’s widow, and it was 
filled with carriage stock, sashes and blinds, 
and other inflammable material. The whole 
block inclosed by Fountain, Eddy, Union, 
and Washington streets was totally cleaned 
out. 

At 2 o’clock a. m. the fire was practicall 
under control. The Aldrich House was sti 
blazing like a big bonfire, but no other build- 
ings caught atter that hour. The Aldrich 
House is valued at $75,000 and insured for 
$25,000. Itis impossible to obtain other in- 
dividual losses, but the total loss will be con- 
siderably over $500,000. The fire spread so 
quickly that little property within the hotels 
and manufactories except personai effects 
could be saved. 

ELuiIRA, N. V., Feb. 15.—Fire broke out to- 
night in the office of the Daily*Advertiser and 
spread with such rapidity that the editors, 
reporters, and printers barely had time to es- 
cape with their lives. Some jumped from 
windows, some to the roof of an ad- 
joining building, and some were rescued 
with ladders after having been nearly 
suffocated by smoke. From this point the 
fire spread to adjoining buildings on either 
side and resulted in heavy loss. Assistance 
was summoned from the Reformatory Fire 
Department, from Corning, Oswego, and 
Horsehead.. The chief losses are as follows: 
Advertiser, $60,000 to $70,000; Sunday Tidir 
$5,000; J. M. Robinson & Son, furniture, 600. 
000 on stock, $25,000 on building; other losses, 
$15,000 to $20,000. Ali were insured. Noth- 
ing in the Advertiser office, except a part of 
the flies, was saved. The paper will be is- 
sued from the Gazette office tomorrow, and a 
new outtit of type and presses has been tele- 
graphed for. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 15.—Amelia P. 
Stewart’s dry-goods store was burned this 
afternoon. Loss, $40,000; insured. A fire- 
man was fataily hurt.

Madison street. Von Kuehnau had a wife, 
but could not resist the fascinating Hat- 
tie. They went before Justice Murphy and 
were married Jan. 22, 1886. Mrs. Kuehnau 
No. 1 aid not give up her claims, and finally 
had her husband and his companion arrest- 
ed. He settled the affair, it is said, by trans- 
ferring his property to her.
